A New Zealand Postal Commissioner and His

CHICAGO, April 14.—Kobt. T. Creighton, of San 
Francisco, Special Postal Commissioner from New 
Zealand, passed through the city to-day on his 
way to Washington. He stated that the Austral- 
ian mail contract with the Pacific Mail Company 
expires next November, and it was extremely 
doubtful if it would be renewed, unless this Gov- 
ernment made reasonable concessions as to the 
cost of transportation.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. 

The grain markets are ina very unsatisfactory 
condition just now. Every one appears tobe 
badly mixed on the situation. -Chicago is said to 
very bearish, especially on corn, and looking con- 
fidently for 50cfor May corn. Yet the market is 
in just that fix, that if the bull crowd gets to 
work first prices go up without any tumble at all, 
and if the bears start to selling she breaks down. 
Herein St. Louis the majority of the operators 
are bears on corn and expect to see May go below 
45¢, but in wheat there is more confidence shown. 
and considerably higher prices than are now paid 
are jooked for ultimately.——Carruthers & Allen 
telegraphed from New York that reliable private 
reports from Ohio and Indiana say wheat pros- 
pects afe greatly improved. None of these re- 
ports come this way, and from Illinois uniformly 
bad crop news comes, Besides the.damage to 
wheat from last winter's pests the farmers are 
now apring oe the chinch-bug scare. Wesley 
Council, of Williamsville, LIL, writes that the tim- 
ber and botiom wheat in his section will not be 
over a half crop,.and that a great many fields 


have «been plowed up; also that the 
chinch-bug has put in an  appear- 
ance. Satisfactory reports, however, are coming 


from Missouriand Kansas. The Culver Commis- 
sion Company have atelegram from Hiawatha, 
Kas..which reads, ‘Rained hard last night. Splen- 
did warm suushine and showers and growing 
weather.” Up to last night the export clear- 
ances for the week from New York were 220,000 
bushels wheat and 225,000 bushels corn.——RKumor 
had it this morning that New Orleans had quar- 
antinea against several piaces on accornt of yel- 
low fever. A dispatch from New Orleans that she 
would quarantine against yellow fever, if neces- 
sary, gave rise to this rumor.——Two hundred 
Baltimore and Ohio cars are being loaded here 
with corn, that are said to be but the first of a 
large amount! tnat is to goto Baltimore. The 
Chicago expert who was here yesterday ex- 
amining the No. 2 corn in store here has expressed 
himself of the opinion that its condition was per- 
fect and it would keep a year without danger. 
His report, it is expected, will resuli in orders for 
a large amount of the No, 2corn here to go East. 
Gill & Fisher, of Baltimore, are said to be the 
arties handling this corp.——Wn.. Bingham, the 
eading grain exporter of New York. was a heavy 
seller to-day.—— KB. A. Keeling, secretary of the 
semaphts Merchants’ Exchange, was on the floor 
to-day.

The week ended on dull markets in grain.

tects. In the profession of architecture there 
are comparatively few competent to plan so 
exceptional a structure, and if the competi- 
fion is thrown open to all the directors wil! 
be deluged with designs from the hosts of 
the inexperienced, who find it easy to 
make tmaginary designs for buildings, 
as they have little else to do. The objec- 
tion to an open competition is that the 


same circumstances which would multiply 
the plans from the more obscure architects 
‘would make the more prominent ones un- 
willing to compete. By selecting ten or 
twelve leading architects and inviting their 
competition on fair and clearly understood 
terms, the directors would get a much better 
building. Of course there would be dissatis- 
faction and complaint from those not invited 
to compete, but there is bound to be some 
dissatisfaction, inasmuch as only one man 
can get the prize, and the Exposition Com- 
pany is not under any obligation to the guild 
of architects in the matter at all.

IROQUOIS ELOQUENCE, 

The Iroquois, as we know them in history, 
werea family of copper-colored gentlemen 
who were in the habit of sticking feathers in 
their hair and going out to cut the throats of 
their neighbors. The Iroquols of to-day are 
a club of polished gentlemen of Chicago, ofa 
sentimental turn of mind in politics, who in- 
vite their neighbors to eat an uncommonly 
good dinner onthe natal day of Thomas 
JEFFERSON, and to listento uncommonly 
long speeches devoted to exalting the supe- 
rior purity, ability, patriotism and political 
honesty of the people who lived in former 
times. 3 

Are not the people ot to-day just a little 
bit tired of hearing of their inferiority to the 
ideal men of an idealage? Of all countries 
inthe world a country like ours, still in the 
freshness of its lusty and vigorous youth and 
exuberant with all the generous impulses of 
youth and strength, rich, happy, peaceful, 
united, the hope and model of the world, is 
the lastcountry inthe world in which any 
one should pretend to be a representative 
man and play the part of a laudator tem- 
poris acti, the last country in which the 
glorious reality of the present shouid be dis- 
paraged by false comparisons with the past. 

One would think to read the speeches at 
the Iroquois Club dinner last night, and, in- 
deed, from the rotund, stilled and pompous 
orations pronounced on all state occasions 
by a certain class of orators, that this young 
country of ours is already on its decline, that 
it has lost in worth and virtue what it has 
gained in numbers and that the only duty of 
patriotism was to turn from an ominous fu- 
ture to a hupelessly vanished past. This is 
a mistake and worse thana mistake; it is a 
nuisance and the people are sick of it. They 
know better than the pompous orators, who 
know little of the world they live in and 
know nothing of the world they praise, save 
the fulsome and flattering misconceptions in- 
spired by school-book declamations. 

These orators are traitors to the spir- 
it of the present age and sinners against 
the light of to-day. ‘Lhe people know in their 
hearts, and they want their leaders to 
tell them at proper times and on 
fit occasions, that they, like the Greeks be- 
fore Troy, claim to be better men than their 
fathers, or, if not better, at least as good. 
They know that they are not dishonest in 
practice nor corrupt in principle, nor feeble 


in patriotism, nor lacking in keenness to dis- | 


cover their country’s needs, nor in firmness 
to support their convictions. They ask no 
one to flatter them, nor would they decry 
the great men of the past, nor seem oblivious 
of the proud record of their country’s early 
beginnings, but they are sick of the whole 
tone and temper of such speeches as were 
made at the Iroquois Club in Chicago last 
night, and are disposed to ask the second- 
hand celebrities whose unwise speeches are

THE CHINESE BUBBLE. 

W hat is called the depression in the labor 
market on the Pacific coast has had one fa- 
vorable result in exploding and forever dis- 
posing of that fraudulent old bugbear that 
this country is going to be “ruined by Chi- 
nese cheap labor.”” Ten years ago that ruin 
was as plain asa proposition of Euclid. It 
was a question of,figures how many years it 
would be before the siant-eyed Mongolian, 
living on ten cents’ worth of rice and dried 
fish per day, would drive our costly competi- 
tion out of the market and leave the Ameri- 
can workman to starve in his native land. 

This was the gloomy prospect before us 
when labor was dear and when several 
thousands of the unwelcome Chinese were 
coming over annually. Since then the de- 
crease in mining development andin min- 
ing speculation in California, the increase 
in agriculture and manufactures, the 
settiement of Oregon, the new railroad 
connections and other causes have brought 
labor in California under nearly the same 
conditions as exist in the older Eastern 
States, and the result is that the Chinese 
cannot compete with the white man asa 
workman. 

Their labor is cheaper, but is not worth as 
much. They are an inferior race, and they 
cannot do the work of the superior 
race, This has been the world’s ex- 
perience with all the swarming populations 
of Eastern Asia, and the lesson of that ex- 
perience is that the inferior races cannot do 
the work of the superior races. The late 
Tuomas Brassry, the great railroad con- 
tractor, who had worked thousands of men 
in all parts of the world, said that with 
English labor, costing six shillings a day, 
and Indian labor at sixpence a day, it was 
cheaper to employ the English. 

That is what we are finding out in Califor- 
nia and Oregon. The cheap Chinese are 
being turned off because the contractors and 
employers find it more profitable to use the 
better skill of white men at normal wages, 
and all terror of the Mongolian invasion 
disappears with the disappearance of the 
exaggerated wages which invited it.

SATURDAY CHAT. 


AN English gentleman recently in the city who 
was prominent enough to have passed through the 
ordeal of the interview as he went from town to 
town said to me: “Do you know, I saw a very odd 
thing about myself mone of your papers. The 
reporter said that I spoke English with a strong 
English accent. Now, wasn’t that very odd?’ 
Of course it was odd. With what accent should a 
man speak English exept with the English ac- 
cent. But when we speak of an accent in the use 
of a language, and especially of a strong accent, 
we méution it as a peculiarity, and it certainly is 
pecullar to us that the English sheula speak our 
language with an accent which would give them 
away even if they wore black slouch hats, boots 
and ready-made pants, things which Englishmen 
never wear. 

THE Englishof London is no more like the 
English of St. Louis than the French of Paris is 
likethe French of Stratford-atte-Bowe, and the 
question paturally arises, which is the better? Of 
course it were criminal to doubt that St. Louis 
talks better English than London does, but of 
course in claiming this we leave out those who 
speak with a German accent, also those who own 
a brogue, also the dialect peculiarities of the ne- 
gro and of those who unconsciously assimilated 
these peculiarities through the juxtaposition of 
sable attendants at their assimilative and vernac- 
ular period; leaving out all of these, and all of 
those who have a foreign accent, and not count- 
ing our laches in the matter of grammar, the St. 
Louisan speaks( English vastly better than the 
) Englishman—only he don’t. 


AFTER we get accustomed tothe strange tones 
and unaccustomed inflexions we must admit that 
ifthe first requirement of speech is to convey a 
distinct impression tothe mind through the ear 
the Englishman is ahead of us. He pronounces 
every syllable, not slurring them over nor run- 
ning them together, nor chewing off their un- 
fortunate terminations, while we, alas! are large- 
ly inarticulate animals. Then the Englishman’s 
tones are deep, his voice comes from his chest 
with a resonance and sonorousness lacking in our 
thin and reedy vocalization. The Englishman’s 
voice bas naturally the tone in which to order a 
charge or a halt, or to stop a street-car, an open- 
air, cross-country, rare-roast-beef voice, not to be 
developed among a race which grabs its mid-day 
free lunch offpork and beans in the interval of 
holding down a chair in a counting-room. 


I EXPECT to be ordered out of the country on 
Monday,so0I may as well add that the richness 
and strength of the English voice are, to my ear, 
to be exceiled only when you catch a young Irish- 
man without his brogue. In England the best 
voices in talking are found among stable boys and 
men who have lived much among horses. The 
volee of the sailoror yachtman is cracked by 
straining; the gentleman even when young is over- 
fed, but { have neard fifty English stable boys, 
country bred and of pure blood, whose voiccs are 
as much better than those of the Montacus and 
other stage dudes imported for mashing purposes 
as these latter are better than the sweet singers 
of Mammon who shriek out across the bull-pen on 
*Change that they “want an eighth,” or that 
they'll “take live cars,” and I would rather listen 
to the conversational tone of ordinary English- 
men than go to the play. ° 


NEXT tothe Englishman’s voice I admire his 
clothes. Where does he get them made and who 
wears them the first twovears after they are 
made? How easy his shoes are and how splenda- 
idly his legs are developed by the exercise of car- 
rying around that assortment of leather! How 
fortunate itis thatthe Englishman always takes 
his shoes off before kicking his wife. How beau- 
titully the outline of the English knee is bagged 
in the English trousers, and how appropriate the 
pet name which calls his trousers “bags”! What 
an independence in the English hat encased in 
the sole-leather hat-box! An Englishman some- 
times buys anew hat-box when the old one is 
“worn out, but the hat is, soto speak, a precious 
hair-loom. The English fashionof dress has not 
yet reached St. Louis, When it does the inhab- 
itants will take to the woods.

The Court Circular refers to the death of 
John Brown in the tollowing terms, written 
by Queen Victoria: ‘We have to record the 
death of Mr. John Brown, the Queen’s per- 
sonal attendant, which took place at Wind- 
sor Castle, ata quarter past eleven o’clock 
on Tuesday et ees the 27th inst., of erysip- 
elas. This melancholy event has caused the 
deepest regret to the Queen, the royal family 
and ail the members of the royal household. 
‘To :Her Majesty the loss is irreparable, and 
the death of this truly faithful and devoted 
servant has been ae grievous’ shock 
to the Queen. In 18349 Mr. John 

’ Brown entered the Queen’s service as one 
of the Balmoral gillies, and by his 
careful attention, steadiness and intelligence 
he rose in 1858 to the position of the Queen’s 
personal servant in Scotiand, which in 1864 
was extended to that of constant personal 
attendant on Her Majesty on all occasions. 
During the last eighteen years and a half he 
served Her Majesty constantly, and never 
once absented himself from his duty for a 
singleday. He had accompanied the Queen 
in herdaily walks and drives, and all her 
journeys and expeditions, as well as person- 
ally waiting on her at banquets, ete. An 
honest, faithful and devoted follower, a 
trustworthy, discreet and straightforward 
man, and possessed of strong sense, he filled 
the position of greatand anxious responsi- 
bility, the duties of which he performed 
with such constant and unceasing care as to 
secure for himself the real friendship of the 
Queen.”
